IT’S 8 P.M. and the sun is 
just beginning to set over the 
roof of Villa Motel. It is 
quiet, even peaceful. All the 
doors to the rooms around 
the L-shaped courtyard are 
shut and, except for a woman 
peeking through a window 
across the way, the blinds are 
all drawn. A few people 
wander in to use the pay 
phone and a few cars drive 
through the parking lot but 
the atmosphere is calm, 
unthreatening. 

THE DAILY Albany police 
log reveals a much different 
image of the Villa. Located 
just inside the 
Albany/Berkeley border on 
San Pablo Avenue, the motel 
is one of the police 
department’s biggest 
concerns. Arrests for 
prostitution, narcotics, car 
theft, domestic fights and 
burglary are common. The 
Villa comes up in the police 
log with such frequency it’s 
surprising, almost eerie, how 
quiet it is on the grounds. 

The Albany Police 
Department, which has 
patrolled the Villa Motel 
regularly for 20 years, 
recognizes that the calm 
atmosphere can be 
misleading. 

‘Ever since I’ve been here 
the Villa Motel has been a top 
priority of the police 
department,’’ said 11-year 
veteran, Lt. Troy Norman. ‘“‘I 
think if we were to let it go 
and treat it like any other 
business in town, it would 
become a cesspool in no 
time.”’ 

Despite extensive patrolling, 
which includes a frequent 
check of the premises and 
monitoring people who hang 
out around the motel, it is 
hard to stop crime because 
most often it occurs in rooms, 
not on the street, according to 
police. 

“We try to curtail any 
activity on the street,’’ said 
Lt. Ron Patton, ‘‘but it’s 
hard to know what happens 
in the rooms because we need 
probable cause or a warrant 
to go inside.”’

Lt. Norman, who headed 
the Villa patrol for several 
years, said this is especially 
true of prostitution. ‘‘The 
most prevalent problem is 
prostitutes using (the motel) 
on a semi-permanent basis. 
They set up a room there for 
a little while and they don’t 
usually operate in Albany, but 
they’ll pick up their dates in 
Berkeley, generally south of 
Gilman, and take them back 
to the Villa.” 

Drugs are also a factor in 
many arrests at the Villa. 
“Usually any place with a 
high number of prostitutes 
you find drugs because many 
women get into the business 
just to support their habits,”’ 
Norman said. ‘‘The people 
they hang out with and deal 
with are (usually) heavily into 
drugs.”’ 


Regular checks on cars 
parked at the Villa often 
uncover more than a few 
expired registrations. In a 
major case last September, 
the police were tipped off 
when they traced a license 
plate in the Villa lot that 
turned out to be stolen. Later 
that day they arrested James 
Kibbee driving the car on San 
Pablo Avenue. Suspicious 
that he was giving false 
information, two officers 
went to Kibbee’s room at the 
motel and discovered an 
active drug lab set up to 
produce methamphetamines, 
or “‘crank.’’ 

“The officers recognized a 
chemical odor that is 
produced by crank and saw a 
chemistry funnel on the 
floor,’’ says Patton. ‘‘It’s not 
something you could do with 
a child’s chemistry set but it’s 
fairly simple as long as you 
don’t screw up. If you screw 
up you could blow up the 
whole place because it uses 
some fairly volatile 
chemicals.”’ 

Police found traces of 


ether, acetone and other 
chemicals. Patton remembers 
that when the county crime 
lab arrived to dismantle the 
equipment they had to turn 
off all the gas in the building 
because of the threat of a 
major explosion. 


POLICE BELIEVE the 
only way to harness crime at 
the Villa is to maintain this 
active surveillance. But even 
then their efforts are often 
frustrated. Despite frequent 
arrests for burglary and 
domestic violence at the 
motel, prosecutions are hard 
to come by. 

“*A lot the victims tend to 
be transient, so it’s difficult 
to find them to appear in 
court,’’ Norman said. ‘‘Even 
if you arrest the suspect, the 
chances of his being 
prosecuted are very small.’ 

Patton remembers a case a 
few years ago when a man 
named Sylvester Williams had 
“*a field day down there,’’ 
robbing rooms for several 
months and bragging that the 
police would never get him. 
Williams was finally 
prosecuted and is serving nine 
years in prison but it took 
nearly a year to gather 
enough evidence. 

A much different, but 
similarly frustrating situation 
for police occurred in May 
when a child was molested at 
the Villa. A Berkeley man, a 
woman and her 3-year-old 
daughter rented a room at the 
motel. When the woman left 
briefly, the man sexually 
abused the child. Her mother 
didn’t find out until later and 
her daughter was taken to 
Children’s: Hospital where the 
abuse was confirmed. 


THE VILLA MOTEL is 
the only motel in Albany. It 
has always attracted a low- 
income, often transient 
clientele, but many people are 
growing concerned about 
what measures can be to 


taken to reduce the number of 
crimes that occur there. 

The most important legal 
question is to what extent the 
owner, Ganpathbhai Naranji 
Patel, is responsible for what 
happens in the motel. Under 
the Red Light Abatement 
Law, Patel has a legal 
responsibility but only in 
specific circumstances. 

‘‘The law states that if the 
owner knows exactly what’s 
going on, the city can declare 
the motel a nuisance and we 
can go in and shut it down,” 
Norman said. ‘‘But the 
problem is, for instance, if I 
rent out a room and one day 
someone is arrested for drug 
use and the next day someone 
else is arrested for the same 
thing, you don’t have any 
knowledge of it ahead of 
time. You can’t check out 
everyone that rents a room, 
so it’s a pretty tough thing to 
prove. He’s got to have some 
direct knowledge of it and 
allow it to continue.” 

Patel strongly denies 
knowledge of any wrongdoing 
at the Villa. He said he checks 
guests’ identification carefully 
and guarantees his is a ‘‘clean 
hotel with no illegal 
activities.’ 

Patel bought the Villa in 
1984, Norman acknowledges 
that he has been easier to 
work with than the last 
owner. ‘‘I can’t believe he 
could run the establishment 
and not know what’s going 
on there. On the other hand, 
it is to his financial advantage 
to allow it to continue so we 
haven’t been very successful 
in implementing change 
there,’’ he said. 

Patton stressed, however, 
that the police department 
sympathizes with Patel’s 
situation. ‘‘The owner is in 
kind of a rough situation,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Obviously he has a 
fairly substantial financial 
investment in the property 
and he’s got to make a 
reasonable return on his 
money so he doesn’t want to 
turn people away. But they 
have always been very good 
about cooperating with us. 
They’ve been good about

gets nod 
from panel 


School waits for 


state license

EL CERRITO — The Phoenix 
Preschool jumped an important 
hurdle last week when it received 
an amended use permit from the 
Planning Commission. 


The school still must get a state 
license before it is fully legal. 

‘The social service agency has 
given us every indication they will 
approve us,’’ said Phoenix Direc- 
tor Kathe Latham. 

In May the planning staff ruled 
that the preschool was violating a 
use permit granted their present 
Stockton Street site on the 
grounds of the United Methodist 
Church. That permit was granted 
in 1956 and details about what it 
permitted are sketchy, according 
to city officials. 


Parents argued that the old per- 
mit allowed their present use as a 
preschool. ‘‘There was mention in 
the use permit of gatherings of 
300 to 400 children at a time for 
Boy Scout and Girl Scout ac- 
tivities,’’ testified Pastor Gary 
Pope Sears who supports the 


preschool. The Phoenix 
Preschool now has about 30 
children. 


Commissioners said that the 
school did violate its original per- 
mit, but they voted to amend the 
permit to sanction a preschool 
with these conditions: 

@ the school has no more than 
50 children ages 2 to 7; 

@ hours restricted are 7 a.m. to 6 
p.m.; 

® school operation is subject to 
a traffic plan of pickup and 
delivery of children set up with 
the public works director; 

@ school operation is subject to 
state licensing 

The vote was 5-2 with Commis- 
sioner Harold Furst and Chair 
man William Miner dissenting. 

Furst called the decision ‘‘a bad 
precedent which might come back 
to haunt this community. I don’t 
want to force this on the city just 
because we are sympathetic to 
child care.”’ 

Miner agreed, saying he 
resented the Phoenix group star- 
ting a center without going 
through the formal processes 
first. ‘‘They were dead wrong.’’ 

The parents started Phoenix 
after the preschool in which their 
children were originally enrolled 
— Yellow Brick Road — was sold 
to new owners who wanted to 
turn it into a for-profit business. 


Despite the commission’s ap- 
proval, the school is. still 
operating without a state license. 

“Technically they could be 
closed down,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Miner. ‘‘But what we have 
said in effect is go ahead and 
operate.’’ 

Juan Matta of the Community 
Care Licensing Agency said his 
agency will issue a license when it 
receives an inspection report from 
the El Cerrito Fire Department. 

Though it is operating illegally, 
Matta said it is unlikely the school 
will be closed down. “‘It’s very 
doubtful that a district attorney 
would take on a case like this 
because it doesn’t pose an im- 
mediate danger to the children,” 
he said. 

The school’s operators must 
now bring it up to certain 
specifications, which include fen- 
cing around the site and an im- 
proved fire alarm system recom- 
mended by the fire department.

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Working Together 


Mom asks too many questions 


My mom is always asking ques- 
tions. If I get a new friend, she’ll 
ask, ‘‘What’s her name? What’s 
she like? Where does she live?’’ 
Sometimes she asks so many 
questions, she forgets what she 
asked. And she asks what she 
already asked over again. Help! 
What should I do? 


I know just how you feel! (I 
know because as a therapist, 
children have explained this to 
me. I also know because I had this 
complaint when I was a kid and 
recently my 8-year-old son had 
the same complaint about me.) 

When children are young they 
are very eager to tell their parents 
everything — how nursery school 
went, their dreams, what they had 
for snack and so on. When kids 
get older, they want more 
privacy. They want their own 
room; they close the door when 
they use the bathroom; they don’t 
want their brothers and sisters 
touching their stuff; and they 
want to keep some of what they 
do and think private. It’s normal. 

Parents, though, forget this 
and also they’ve been in the habit 
for a long time of knowing 
everything. Parents feel closer to 
their kids when they know what’s 
going on with them. Parents want 
to be sure that their kids are OK 
and they worry that something’s 
wrong if their children don’t talk 
to them much. 

I recommend that you (without 
being asked) tell your mother 
some of what is happening with 
you. That way she may not ask so 
many questions. When she 
repeats the same questions you 
might gently remind her that she 
asked that before. You might try 
to make sure that you have her at- 
tention when you talk to her. 
Sometimes people ask the same 
questions because they haven’t 
been paying attention completely. 


Three years ago our 4-year-old 
son, who was the light of our 
lives, was killed by a hit-and-run 
driver. My wife withdrew into 
herself and she still goes out only 
to shop for groceries and other 
necessities. She will not entertain 
or visit old friends or go to 
church. I feel completely shut out 
by her in every way. I have tried 
to approach her and failed. What 
is your advice? 

You and your wife have indeed 
experienced a profound loss. 
Death is never easily accepted 
and, while the death of an elderly 
parent is understandable, the 
death of one’s own child is incom- 
prehensible. We do not expect to 
outlive our children. We see in 
our children a bit of ourselves, a 
bit of our own immortality. Our 
lives are intricately interwoven 
with the care of our children. To 
lose a child is often to lose a part 
of oneself, to lose one’s purpose. 

Since the emotional pain is so 
strong, the mourning or grief pro- 
cess will also be intense. Typical- 
ly, grieving involves a myriad of 
emotions, guilt, anger, denial, 
Tage, sadness, depression, 
withdrawal, eventually ending in 
resolution, resignation, 
understanding and sometimes in 
finding a new purpose in life. 

It is not unusual for the griey- 
ing parents to feel numb, listless, 
out of contact initially, with 
despair and rage following close 
behind. Every parent is different. 
Every parent will grieve different- 
ly. Although it would not be 
unusual to grieve the loss of a 
child for a year, a grief reaction 
lasting three years suggests that 
the parent may be stuck in his or 
her mourning process. 

Your wife is experiencing dif- 
ficulty in passing through the 
various stages of mourning and 
consequently cannot go on to live 
her life in a meaningful way.

My guess is that because you 
are worried about your wife and 
are intent on caring for her, you 
also may have not completed your 
own mourning. Sometimes in 
order to protect his partner, a per- 
son may play the role of the 
strong one, holding in his feelings 
and delaying his own grieving 
process. 

Patient, compassionate listen- 
ing and support from friends and 
family is frequently the best way 
to get through the grieving pro- 
cess. Sometime this is not enough. 
Psychotherapy may be needed. 
Support groups can be helpful. 
Compassionate Friends is a 
wonderful self-help group for 
parents who have experienced the 
death of a child. They offer sup- 
port, group meetings and a 
newsletter all at no charge. You 
can contact them through the 
Contact-Care Center at 
284-CARE. The center is a 
24-hour hotline located in 
Lafayette. Call them. What you 
and your wife can learn is that 
while the loss is never forgotten, 
recovery is really possible.

Visas an important technicality #ss2stues 


Find out early which countries require them 


A PASSPORT is your badge 
for overseas travel, but a visa is 
the key to enter certain 
countries. Your government 
issues the passport to show 
citizenship; representatives of 
foreign countries issue visas. A 
visa is a permit entered in the 
passport allowing the bearer to 
enter the country issuing the 
visa. 

There are no specific criteria 
for countries requiring visas. 
Some require them to control 
the number and nationality of 
specific visitors; others for 
security reasons. For example, 
France instituted visas for all 
foreign entries as a way to 
combat a rash of terrorism. 
Recently it was discontinued for 
United States citizens and certain 
others in time for their 
bicentennial. 


VISA SPECIFICS differ from 
country to country. Australia 
requires one for practically all 
visitors and once issued it is 
good for the life of that 
passport. A United States citizen 
may enter Australia as many 
times as desired during the 
10-year life of the passport. 

Third world and iron curtain 
countries usually issue visas for 
a specific date, limited time or a 
specific number of entries. 

Travelers to Russia have to be 
exceedingly careful that dates 


shown on their visa agree with 
their actual tour schedule. 

Yes, the United States also 
requires visas. Until recently we 
even required British citizens to 
have a visa although Great 
Britain doesn’t require one for 
U.S. citizens. 

Determine what your visa 
requirements will be long before 
leaving home. Granted, some 
visas are issued at country 
borders and blanket visas are 
sometimes issued for tour 
groups. It would be 
heartbreaking to arrive at a 
border and be turned away. 
India will put you on the first 
plane out if you arrive without a 
visa and it doesn’t matter where 
the plane is going! 


IT TAKES time to obtain a 
visa; therefore when planning a 
trip determine early if you need 
one by contacting: 


@ Your travel agent 


@ Embassy or consulate of the 
country. (Many libraries have a 
Congressional directory listing 
the names and addresses of all 
foreign consulates. Several are 
located in San Francisco.) 


@ Department of State 
publication, Visa Requirements 
of Foreign Governments. (Write 
your congressional

Visa requirements vary with 


nationality. Several years ago my 


wife (Canadian) and I (U.S.) 
went to Japan. She didn’t need 
one but I did at that time. Fees 
may also differ. It costs $5 for 
Canadians and $15 for U.S. 
citizens to get a visa from India. 
Nationality is based on your 
passport, not what you call 
yourself. 

Does all this seem chaotic? 
Possibly. Don’t let this 
discourage your from visiting 
your Shangri La. 

You may be interested to 
know how my wife and I 
obtained three visas for a trip to 
India and adjoining countries: 

The selected tour would be 
departing in six weeks and our 
travel agent advised required

visas. The tour company 
furnished the visa forms which 
we completed and attached the 
necessary photos. 

I went to the Indian consulate 
in San Francisco one morning 
with our passports, visa forms 
and a confirming letter from our 
travel agent with specific tour 
dates. Later that day I picked up 
our passports with visas. 

Next I went to an independent 
company to obtain visas from 
consulates located outside of the 
Bay Area. There is Visas 
Unlimited, 582 Market St., Suite 
900, San Francisco (421-7351) or 
Zierer Visa Service, 703 Market 
St., Suite 802, San Francisco 
(495-5216). 

A word of caution. Start 
obtaining visas early and, 
whenever possible, hand deliver 
your passport. There are many 
horror stories about a passport 
being delayed in the mail for 
five to seven days, even coming 
from San Francisco. Having a 
visa early will allow you to relax 
before leaving on that special 
trip.

For several years Makower was 
a consumer writer with Time 
magazine. Eight years ago he 
formed a small publishing com- 
pany of his own when he couldn’t 
find a publisher for a book he 
wrote on hazards in the 
workplace. 

The company, Tilden Press, 
grew and is now a book packag- 
ing firm that produces books for 
major publishers. 

As the 20th anniversary of 
Woodstock drew near, Makower 
began reading old newspaper ac- 
counts of the event and trying to 
find people who had been there. 
It wasn’t as difficult as it first 
seemed. 

“You can throw a rock into a 
certain group of people and hit at 
least one person who was at 
Woodstock, and everybody knew 
five other people who had been,”’ 
he says. 

Makower spent the spring of 
1988 crisscrossing the country 
conducting interviews. 

The result was 2,000 pages of 
transcripts. Makower and his 
wife, Randy Rosenberg, rented a 
house in Oakland’s Rockridge 
district and spent the summer and 
fall working on the book and a 
two-hour audio version with the 
same title. 

“There are thousands of stories 


about Woodstock,’’ he says. 
“Even my sister Diana was 
there.”’

chovies), bean sprouts, spinach 
and pickled turnips. 

Many Americans mistake these 
condiments for ‘‘appetizers’’ and 
some Bay Area Korean restaurant 
owners, accustomed to receiving 
American guests, make a point of 
serving them before the meal. 

Note, however, that Koreans 
themselves do not eat appetizers. 
In Korea, kimchee and other con- 
diments will always be enjoyed 
with the main course. 

Those ‘‘westernized’’ Korean 
restaurants that do offer ap- 
petizers tend to feature such items 
as yuk-hweh (seasoned raw beef), 
honguh-hweh (raw skate) or pan- 
fried green onions. As an accom- 
modation to western tastes, some 
may also serve goon mandu (pot 
stickers). 

Since appetizers do not exist in 
Korea, however, there is very lit- 
tle rhyme or reason to which ‘‘ap- 
petizers’’ may be offered at any 
given Korean restaurant. And you 
may never see the same appetizer 
offered at two different Korean 
restaurants. 

As far as entrees are concerned, 
the number of possible choices on 
most Korean menus is vast, and 
you could go into most any 
Korean restaurant at least 20 or 
30 times without feeling compell- 
ed to order the same entree twice.

Indeed, Korean restaurants 
tend to offer the same foods in 
more ways than some other types 
of restaurants offer different 
types of foods. 

That said, there are certain 
dishes common to most Korean 
restaurants, many of which seem 
to be particularly well suited to 
the occidental palate. 

Three meat dishes — kai-bi, 
bul-go-ki and bi-bim-bap — stand 
out. Bul-go-ki, the Korean na- 
tional dish, consists of tender 
slices of beef marinated in a 
special sauce and then barbecued, 
often times by you, yourself, at 
your very own table. 

Kal-bi is similar, except that in- 
stead of strips of beef you are 
given marinated short ribs, which 
can sometimes be quite chewy. Bi- 
bim-bap, a spicier dish than either 
of the other two, is a mixture of 


beef and vegetables, and is 
generally served with a fried egg 
on top. 


One of our favorite Korean 
treats is not a specific thing, but a 
type of thing. Sometimes called 
“hot pot,’’ this is, as its name 
suggests, a crock of extremely hot 
soup, usually served with its con- 
tents still rapidly boiling. What is 
in the “‘hot pot’? may vary con- 
siderably, and you will often have 
a number of possible choices. 


Other fairly common Korean 
main courses include: kal gook 
soo (handcut noodle soup), 
kimchee-jige (pickled cabbage 
casserole), bo-kum-bab (Korean 
fried rice), mandoo-gook (dumpl- 
ing soup), dak-gu-i (chopped 
roast chicken), jap-chae-bap (cold 
noodles in spicy sauce), joki-gu-i 
(salted kingfish), and o-jin-gu-i 
(squid in hot sauce). 

This list is by no means meant 
to be exhaustive and, in fact, you 
may come across Korean 
restaurants that offer few of 
them. 

This brings us to a series of less 
familiar Korean dishes which, 
you may be warned, are i/ poom 
yori (for the most adventurous 
palate only). 

Almost all Korean restaurants 
offer a variety of these traditional 
Korean entrees (although you 
may not always be warned). They 
tend to be spicy hot or very un- 
familiar to westerners. Common 
examples are gomtang, a spicy 
Korean beef and tripe soup), kori 
gomtang (the same, with oxtail), 
ke jang (spicy raw crab) and 
“pork blood soup.”’ 

Finally, in Korea, after the 
main course is enjoyed some sort 
of fruit — generally apples — is 
served. There is no such thing as a 
Korean ‘‘pastry tray,’’ and few 
Korean restaurants, even here, 
serve anything which remotely 
resembles a typical American 
dessert. 

Most Korean restaurants will, 
however, provide a cut melon or 
other seasonal fruit to cool off 
your palate, and some will serve a 
light beverage-dessert called shik 
hae (rice punch). This is an in- 
teresting and highly aromatic 
beverage which is generally drunk 
from a bowl.

Those days, praise be, are long 
gone and dead. 

The Miata is a near perfect mix 
of small sports cars. It looks 
great, handles with aplomb, stops 
firmly and has just enough get up 
and go to make it interesting. 

It feels as if the distilled essence 
of everything good about sports 
cars has been molded into the 
Miata. It is not overly powered or 
complicated with a turbo, yet it 
delivers a healthy handful of per- 
formance that gives the Miata a 
nice edge without a screamingly 
boisterous motor that needs to be 
driven hard to be enjoyed. 

The back roads of Sonoma 
country provided me with con- 
stantly changing road surfaces 
and curves.

The Miata’s turn-in and general 
directional stability felt fine, and 
oversteer can be induced and held 
with the throttle and a few swift 
gear changes. With these points in 
mind, the Miata should prove to 
be a boon for anyone thinking 
about using one for SCCA 
Autocross. 


Modern perfection 


Along with the handling comes 
a fine but simple four-wheel disc 
brake package. Repeated 60 mph 
stops did not induce any 
noticeable fade, and at all times 
the brakes felt dynamically 
capable of stopping the Miata 
under full control. 

Fourteen-inch by five-and-one- 
half-inch alloy wheels and 185- 
R60 Bridgestone steel radial tires 
act as the contact between the car 
and the road. Even though these 
are somewhat small for modern 
sports cars, they help the Miata 
produce a healthy skid pad figure 
of 0.93 inch ‘‘lateral g,’’ a good 
number for a 2185 pound 


automobile. 

Inside, the Miata continues to 
offer the same level of perfection 
that it gives with its roadholding. 
It has an old world air about it 
with swivel ‘‘eyeball’’ air vents 
and chrome edged, black-faced 
instruments. 

It is a simple and effective all- 
black (only color available) layout 
and shows just how easily simple 
dash and control functions should 
work. 


Interestingly, a driver’s-side- 
only airbag is standard. It is 
mounted in the steering wheel hub 
and is only activated in the event 
of a major head-on accident. 

The seats are well formed and 
semi-adjustable and gripped quite 
well, although offering only a 
three-way adjustment. Drivers 
over six feet can make themselves 
comfortable even with the top up. 

A hardtop is available as a 
$1000 option but only if you 
choose a red Miata, at present. 


The cabin is surprisingly com- 
fortable over most surfaces. With 


the top down, the interior wind 
movement is not as drafty as you 
might think. But just like the 
“bad old days,’’ I found you 
either must wear a cap or live with 
the wind blown sports car look. 

The standard black top has a 
zip-out window and can be folded 
down from the driving position 
by most people after releasing two 
catches with a single hand move- 
ment. Raising it is just as simple 
but needs to be done while stan- 
ding beside the vehicle.

The man behind the projector 


TALKING WITH William S. 
Kollar is like watching a great 
old movie. Scenes of the past 
roll before your eyes and 
fascinating bits of historical 
trivia amaze and delight you. 

Born in San Francisco in 
1908, Kollar and his family 
moved to Pt. Richmond in 1915, 
the year they opened the tunnel 
at the Point. Once they were 
coming out of the tunnel when 
their horse cart turned over and 
all their belongings fell out. 
People who lived nearby — the 
Gepharts — helped them pick up 
everything out of the mud and 
the youngest Gephart and Kollar 
became best friends. They 
remain so today. 

Kollar attended Washington 
School in Pt. Richmond and 
went to Roosevelt Junior High 
the year it was built. He 
graduated from Richmond High 
School, which was then on 23rd 
and MacDonald avenues. 

His love affair with the 
movies began when he was 5 and 
he and his brother sold 
newspapers in San Francisco. It 
was heightened in high school 
when his physiology teacher 
bought the school’s first movie 
projector. Kollar learned to run 
the 35mm projector and ran it 
from then on. He also ran 
projectors for other schools in 
the district. Although he was an 
accomplished artist, Kollar made 
film projection his life’s work 
and his continuing interest in art 
became his hobby. 


IN SCHOOL he also learned 
printing. That led to his first job 
when Al Furrer came to the 
school to find a boy to work for 
him. Furrer is another name 
from the past. He owned a 
printing and stationery shop in 
Richmond for years and was 
very active in community affairs. 

Kollar also worked as a head 
typesetter for the Richmond 
Terminal, the first newspaper in 
the area. 

*“My primary hook was 
moving pictures,’ he said. He 
described a little theater in 
Albany just below the present 
Albany Little Theater. There 
they ran movies three days a 
week and he ran the projector. 
He also ran them in Emeryville 
and at the Oaks when it opened. 

In about 1928 when sound 
movies were created, there were 
lots of openings for 
projectionists. Killar left his 
printing job and went to work as 
a full time projectionist in San 
Rafael. 

““A tremendous invention,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Someone on the screen 
came to life and was able to talk 
for the people in the audience.” 

The sound was on 15-inch 
records, one for every 10-minute 
reel of film. The projectionist 
had to put a certain frame into 
the projector and match it with 
the starting spot on each record. 
Although sound on film itself 
came out about that time, the 
sound was not well developed 
and was not widely used. 

“T had good eyes and could 
pick up a needle and put it right 
into sync,’’ he said. Of course, it 
the film broke, as it often did, 
repairs had to be made so it 
would stay in sync. 

HE WORKED in all the big 
movie houses in San Francisco 
but when the war broke out he 
returned to the Richmond area 
to work. More theaters were 
opening here then. He worked 
for about 20 years in the drive-in 
theaters including one located 
where the El Cerrito Plaza now 
stands. He had his own little 
theater in Sonoma for about a 
year until President Kennedy 
was assassinated and movie- 
going seemed to decline. 

He worked at the Paramount 
in Oakland for about 10 years 
until their old film policy was 
discontinued. He was working 
the lights when Robert 

- Redford’s film The Candidate 
was made using the Paramount 
as its location. 

Kollar was seen in the film. 
“‘There was a spot of light and 

- that was me,’’ he said with a 
smile. He mentions the 
wonderful shows put on when 

black film makers had their 
awards nights there. He worked 
on them with Belva Davis. ‘‘To 

“me their shows were superior to 
the ones put on by Hollywood.”’ 


KOLLAR FONDLY 
remembers the Bay Area of his 
youth. He loved the ferry boats, 
which he used extensively and 
which were all over the bay. He 

_ was on a ferry boat when the 


Bay Bridge was started and the 
day they closed the last gap in 
the center. He saw the opening 
ceremonies on the bridge from a 
ferry boat. ‘‘It was a beautiful 
day, the day the Bay Bridge 
opened. It looked as-if it were 
made out of silver.’’ He saw 
many of the exciting moments in 
the building of the Golden Gate 
Bridge the same way. 

He worked on Treasure Island 
during the fair there. He has 
great memories of when the 
Embarcadero in San Francisco 
was still full of sailing ships. He 
talked about horse-drawn fire 
wagons and hearses, commercial 
fishing on the bay when the 
fishing boats would land and sell 
some of their catch to local 
people, about the opening of the 
Richmond Natatorium, now the 
Richmond Plunge, where he and 
his friends swam and learned to 
play tennis on the tennis courts, 
and of the Point Theater where 


the Point Orient Restaurant now 
holds sway. 

“Tt was a wonderful way of 
life,’’ he said. ‘‘And I love to 


tell people about it.’’
